was passed by St. Louis. This was 
known as the extended Reber-Associ- 
ated Retailers’ approach. 

After the passage of the ordinance, 
end after the defeat of the bridge bonds 
last fall, the officials were notified 
that the owners of the railroad could 
not comply with the terms of the or- 
dinance, which, they said, did not meet 
the terms of their agreement with the 
city. 

The road has been built for several 
miles out of East St. Louis, and it is 
proposed to extend it to Alton, making 
a complete belt line around East St. 
Louis and other East Side towns. 


Lambert, Flannigen and 
Beaird Are Widely 
Known on East Side 


Former Mayor Lambert, Corporation 
Counsel Flannigen and John Beaird Jr., 
who are accused in Fansler’s sworn 


statement of having paid over the 
money in the deals, are widely known 
in East St. Louis and in Southern IIli- 
noils. 

Lambert was elected Mayor in 18911, 
succeeding Silas Cook, who had been 
Mayor for 10 years. Before his elec- 
tion Lambert was manager in Hast St. 
Louis for one of the larger St. Louis 
breweries. He is known as a “good fel- 
low” and has many intimate friends in 
the city. 

Lambert and nearly all his appeintees 
this spring supported the ticket headed 
by John M. Chamberlin. The slogan of 
Chamberlin’s administration was, 
“Make East St. Louis More Like Home, 
and Less Like Hell.’”’ Chamoerlin has 
reappointed many of the men who head. 
ed departments under Lambert. 
| Soon after becoming Mayor, Lambert 
| appointed Flannigen, who was one of 
his close friends, to the position of 
Corporation Counsel, who has the hand- 
ling of the city’s legal business, aside 
from the preparation of ordinances and 
the trial of police court cases. 

One of Flannigen’s acts while corpor- 
ation co which attracted great at- 
tention, was the filing of suits to col- 
lect $103,000 from former city treasurers, 
Flannigen alleging in his petitions that 
they had wrongfully retained that 
amount.

Then he received an yltimatum from 
Morgan & Co. to drop Lamar or that 
he would be dropped. He refrsed to 
accept the ultimatum, and from that 
day until this he has been persona non 
grata with Morgan & Co. He told the 
committee that he believed the present 
charges against him were the outcome 
of his close association with Lamar. 

He Genied that he had suggested to 
Ledyard or anyone else that he had any 
influence in Washington or that his 
services as a legislative agent were for 
sale. He admitted he told Ledyard that 
he would be glad to come to Washing- 
ton in the interests of his former friends 
—Morgan & Co.—and do all he could for 
them legitimately, if It would mend the 
broken ties. 

Hope for Morgan Favor. 

Ledyard had takeh the proposition un- 
der consideration, he said, but the next 
thing he knew of it was when Judge 
Lovett appeared on the stand Wednes- 
day night. . 

“When I left Mr. Ledyard I under- 
stood that the entente cordiale which 
had once existed between myself and 
the house of Morgan might be re-estab- 
lished,’’ Lauterbach said, “but I find 
that I am still persona non grata with 
that firm.” 

When he had completed his testimony, 
he said in a sad voice that he was a 
poor man; that for 40 years he had been 
at the bar of New York and had never 
heretofore been accused of being dis- 
honest. He was always considered an 
honest, honorable lawyer. 

Lauterbach concluded by saying the 
charges that he said he could influence 
Congress were “ridiculous in the ex- 
treme.” In reply to questions by Sen- 
ator Reed, he said he did not know 
either Speaker Clark or Leader Under- 
wood,

Hayden and Judge M. T. Dooling have 
been selected by President Wilson for 
United States Attorney and United 
States Circuit Judge, respectively, for 
the Northern District of California. 
Their nominations probably will be sent 
to the Senate next week. 

“Matt L Sullivan will be special prose- 
cutor for the Caminetti-Diggs and West- 
érn Fuel Co. cases. Judge Dooling, who 
ig now on the Superior Court bench, will 
fil an existing vacancy and the cases 
will be tried before him. 

Attorney-General McReynolds had a 
brief conference with President Wilson 
before the Cabient meeting today con- 
cerning these appointments. 

Hayden formerly was president of the 
San Francisco Board of Education, and 
was an educator in Watertown, N. Y., 
before going to San Francisco. Sullivan 
prosecuted Abe Ruef in San Francisco 
after Francis J. Heney was shot. Hay- 
dén, who has been in Washington, will 
go shortly to San Francisco. '

EADS BRIDGE AS IT WILL LOOK WHEN FINISHED

FOR EADS BRIDGE 


TROLLEY STATION 


Work Is Pushed on $80,000 
Structure Which Terminal 
Hopes to Complete by 
August. 


Work is being pushed on the new trol- 
ley station at the west end «=f the Eads 
Bridge, by the Termnial Raflroad As- 
sociation at a cost of approximately 
$80,000. The fire-proof stone and brick 
structure will be completed in August, 
according to present plana, 

The shed-like buildings on the south 


side of the roadway have been torn| 


down for the new station: The build- 
ing will be two stories in height above 
the roadway, and will have a basement 
for the heating and lighting equipment, 

The station will have a frontage of 
36 feet on Third street, and a depth 
of 96 feet on Washington avenue. The 
passenger sheds will extend 186 feet east 
on the south side of the bridge road- 
way. The sheds will be of steel sid 
reinforced concrete. The roof will have 
a covering of metal and wired glass. 

Passengers will enter the station 
through the main entrance on Third 
street. Passengers alighting from cars 
may pass out to Third street through 
turnstiles without entering the build- 
ing. By this arrangement much time 
will be saved. An ornamental iron 
fence will separate the tracks from the 
vehicle roadway. 

The main waiting room on the first 
floor will be 54x35 feet. It will be 
equipped with seats and benches. Rest- 
rooms for men and women, the ticket 
office and a barber shop will be on 
the first floor. 

A large dining room and kitchen will 
be on the second floor. The interior 
decorations throughout will be enameled 
wainscoting, the walls in frescoed pan- 
els, and floors of tiles. The exterior 
will be of red brick and terra cotta. 

The station and car platform will be 
brilliantly lighted, and the bridge road- 
way from Third street and Washingtoa 


avenue to East St. Louis will be made 


a great “white way.”

And now, after all these years of old, 
faithful service as a lobbyist for thirst, 
the pretzel has been called a name it 
was never called before.

been classed as free lunch in the mean- 
ing of the statute as herein, hereinafter, ;

Mrs, L. L. Herchenroeder, After 
Failures, Gets a Lien on 
Some Property. 


Mrs. Louis L. Herchenroeder of 3208 
Dodier street ig trying to find out 
whether she is still the wife of Dr. 
Louis C. Herchenroeder, a physician at 
Grand and Lafayette avenue. Her at- 
torney, Lambert E. Walther, has been 
informed by Herchenroeder’s attorney, 
William Zachritz, that the doctor ob- 
tained a divorce. Where it was ob- 
tained the attorney did not disclose and 
Herchenroeder has failed to enlighten 
Mrs. Herchenroeder. 

About three years ago the doctor 
failed to get a divorce in Judge Fisher's 
court, after a contest.

Passengers Who Can Show Evi- 
dence of Payment, Even With- 
out Receipt, Can Collect. 


FREIGHT REFUNDS ALSO 
Commissioners Here, Point Out 


Effect on Traffic and Probable 
Benefit to Shippers. 


Missouri railroads affected by the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme 
Court upholding the 2-cent passenger 
and maximum freight rate laws, can be 
compelled to refund to any passenger or 
shipper all sums paid since 1909 in ex- 
cess of the amount allowed by these 
laws, according to the statement of 
members of the State Public Utilities to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday. The 
¢ommissioners are here to consider an 
application of the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation to issue $900,000 in bonds for 
terminal improvements. 

“The 2-cent passenger fare law will go 
into effect next Tuesday,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Kennish. This means that on all 
transportation within this State no rail- 
roads except the few small lines ex- 
empted in the Federal Court ruling can 
charge more than 2 cents a mile for 
carrying passengers. The 30 per cent 
rate reduction means an enormous sav- 
ing to travelers. 

Sample Rate Reductions. 

‘The rate from 8t. Louis to Kansas 
City, for instance, will be cut $3.16, to 
Jefferson City $1.25, to Sedalia about 
$1.50. 

“In the case of the freight rate stat- 
ute, it probably will require a little 
time for the railroads to adjust their 
tariffs, and for this purpose the utility 
commission will confer with the rail- 
road representatives at Jefferson City 
next Tuesday.”’ 

Judge Kennish was asked how a pas- 
senger who had not retained his receipts 
for railroad fare paid in the last four 
- years could establish his right to a re- 
fund of the excess fares paid during 
that period. 

“Proper proof would not necessarily 
involve the production of a receipt for 
fare paid,’’ he replied. “If the pas- 
senger can show by any other competent 
evidence that on certain dates he paid 
more than 2 cents a mile to the rail- 
road, he is entitled to the rebate.” 

The reduced rates apply on all lines, 
except the Kansas City, Clinton & 
Springfield (a branch of the Frisco sys- 
tem), the Chicago-Great Western, the 
Quincy, Omaha & Kansas City, and the 
St. Joseph & Grand Island.

For example, Commissioner Wightman 
said, the: Missouri, Kansas & Texas is 
the short line by more than 50 miles be- 
tween Sedalia and Clinton. Its: com- 
petitor is the Missouri Pacific. 

“The ‘Katy,’”’ said Wightman, “will 
be forced to make a charge of not more 
than 2 cents a mile between those 
points. The Missouri Pacific naturally 
will meet the Katy’s rate, thereof re- 
ducing the fare on that line to less than 
the 2-cent maximum. This will apply 
also to the roads running from St. Louts 
to Kansas City, between which pcints 
the Missouri Pacific is the short line. 
The Wabash and Chicago & Alton are 
certain to lower their rates to the 2-cent 
basis in order to meet the Missouri Pa- 
cific competition.” 


Losses Railways Figure. 
When the railroad rate cases were 


submitted to Federal Judge McPherson 
at Kansas City, the railroads argued 
that the maximum freight rate law 
would cost the Missouri roads at least 
$5,000,000 a year and the passenger law 
would cut down their revenue an «dli- 
tional $1,500,000. 

According to the utility commission- 
ers freight shippers will have slight 
difficulty in obtaining a refund on ex- 
cess freight charges as the bill of lad- 
ing will furnish the proof of the ship- 
ment and the rate charged. The total 
amount of refunds due to shippers is 
estimated at several million dollars. 

The freight rate law does not apply, 
however, to all classes of freight. It 


reduces the rate on car load lots and 


such commodities as coal, lumber and 
cement, 

How Some Rates May Advance. 

In 1904 the State Railroad Commission, 
which was abolished at the recent ses- 
sion of the Legislature, put into ef- 
fect a new freight tariff in which the 
rates on many commodities were higher 
than most of the roads were charging 
or have since charged. It ts new con- 
tended by the railroads that all com- 
modities not embraced in the maximum 
freight law adopted by the Legislaturs 
in 1907 are subject to the schedule pro- 
vided in the former tariffs promulgated 
by the Railroad Commission. If the 
position of the railroads on this point 
is sustained by the Public Service Com- 
mission, the rates on many commodi- 
ties will be advanced. 

The public service commissioners hav, 
just returned from springfield, where 
an investigation of electric light rates 
is pending. It is proposed to employ 
an expert to take up the technical de- 
tails of the Springfield situation. A 
majority of the commission favors the 
retention, for this purpose, of J. E. 
Allison, former member of the local 
Public Service Commission. 

The commission granted the request 
of the Terminal Railroad Association to 
issue $954,000 of bonds to reimburse the 
company for money expended for bet- 
terments during the past year. 

The commission also granted the 
United Railways Co. permission ‘to make 
an exchange and extension of some of 
its bonds.

St. Louis Banker Visits New 
York After Conference With 
Wilson on Measure. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau ef the Pest-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 727.—Festus J. 
Wade ef St. Louis and Sol Wexler of 
New Orleans, two ef the bankers who 
conferred with President Wilson, Sec- 
retary McAdoo, Senator’Owen and Con- 
gressman Glass Washington on 
Wednesday concerning the currency 
bill, returned to New York and visited 
the financial district, where they talked 
over the results with some of the New 
York bankers. President Wilson's other 
two callers, George M. Reynolds of 


Chicago and John Perrin of Los Ange- 
les, started for their homes from Wash- 
ington. : 

Wade, who left for 
night, and Wexler, whe remained until 
today en private business, preserved 
a diplomatic silence when questioned 
about their visit to Washington. The 
Times, however, says: 

“From local bankers with whom they 
talked it was learned that they felt that 
a good deal of progress had been made 
toward eliminating objectienable. fea- 
tures ef the bill. They were much less 
hostile than when they were in Atlan- 
tic City a week ago. They took the 
view, it was said, that the individual 
banks would have to censider whether 
they should come under this kind of 
control or become state institutiens. 

“The two emissaries were convinced 
that there was ne possibility of get- 
ting the bill changed_at this time in 
respect to political centrol or to the 
issue of the new notes in the name of 
the Government, instead of in the name 
of the reserve banks. 

“The stumbling block on this point 
which proved insuperable was William 
J. Bryan. Mr. Bryan, it was said, had 
said flatfoetedly that if the bill was 
changed in either of the respects his 
friends in Congress would vete against 
the entire measure. President Wilson, 
who shewed that he was willing to 
make concessions in general when suf- 
ficient reason was brought forward, 
was too intent on having the bill passed 
at ‘the extra session to invite a fight 
against it by his Secretary of State, se 
me such changes were agreed on. 

“While the bankers thought that this 
situation made .it certain that the Dill 
as now modified, would pass the House, 
they did not overlook the fact that 
there were likely to be hearings even 
there, at which the argument against 
it on these points might be ventilated 
at least. They have hopes that when 
the. bill rhaches the Senate the changes 
may be made. They also consider it not 
improbable that the bill will pass only 
the Heuse at this session, and that 
when it is revamped for the regular ses- 
sion next winter their counsels may pre- 
vail. 

OCenfidence in Appointments. 

“Even if no change is made in the 
composition of the Federal Reserve 
Board, they thought it might work out 
pretty satisfatcory if the first head of 
the administrative body should be a big 
and broad enough man, as he would 
probably recommend to Congress such 
changes as experience showed to be 
necessary. They also expressed confi- 
dence that (first-class appointments 
would be made by the present adminis- 
tration. 

“Before the bankers went to Washing- 
ton they had the idea that, even if the 
purely political board were retained, its 
duties might be put on a basis com- 
parable to the functions of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commissien while the 
directors of the reserve banks had 
charge of their actual operation. They 
believed changes could be made that 
would preserve the principle for which 
the authors of the bill contended, and 
at the same time bring about such a 
condition. 

“The returning bankers reported one 
important change along this line in the 
provision that the discount rate of a 
reserve bank should be fixed by its di- 
restors in the first instance, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board having merely a 
veto power. This, they pointed out, 
would leave the actual banking function 
in the hands of the nine directors, six 
of whem are to be chosen by the banks 
that are members of the re*erve bank, 
while the political board at the head 
of the system would have power to pre- 
vent any possible abuse of this power. 

Gain Three of Five Points. 

“The bankers had their way on three 
of the five main points, Mr. Bryan hav- 
ing his way about the other two. The 
bankers carried the day for their con- 
tention that prevision should be made 
for the exchange of the 2 per cent bonds 
now securing circulation for 3 per cent 
without the circulation privilege, which 
involves the retirement of the national 
bank currency secured by the bonds, 
the whole process to extend over 20 
years and the new notes to be issued as 
the old ones are canceled.

“While 3 per cent bonds, without the/ 


circulation provision, would not be 
worth par in the present condition of 
the market,. one of the bankers who 
visited Washington expressed the opin- 
ion that, as these bonds come to the 
banks gtadually, they could be sold for 
par to trustees for estates, guardians of 
minors, and others who have a special 
partially for Government bonds. In the 
meantime the banks would be getting 
3 per cent on their investment, and he 
thought the matter would work ont 
without any great hardship. 

“One important point that the bank- 
ers who have been in conference at At- 
lantic City, New York and Washing- 
ton have not brought very strongly to 
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would be elastic enough in one sense. 
It would come out when there was need 
for it, but no machinery was provided 
for its golmg tack. In the answers of 
the Bankers’ Currency Commission to 
the questions propounded by the Sena‘e 
subcommittee this point was covered 
by the suggestion that the notes issued 
by the several reserve banks be distin- 
gulshed by numbers and that when one 
reserve bank came into possession of 
the nates issued by a second reserve 
bank, instead of reissuing them it should 
cancel them and charge the amount to 
the second bank. 

‘This would create a vacuum that 
would draw out more notes of the bank 
if they were needed, while the issu2s

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Speaks at Luncheon Given to 
Tokio Envoys by New York- 
Japan Society. 


NEW YORK, June 27.—Dr. J. Soyeda 
and T. Kamiya, representatives of Jap- 
anese boards of trad@ who are visiting 
in this country to ascertain sentiment 
in the East on the Japanese situation in 
California, were the guests at the lunch- 
eon yesterday of the Japan Society. Dr. 
Hamilton Wright Mabie presided and 
Dr. Soyeda was-the principal speaker. 
He was followed by Dr. David Starr 
Jordan, president of Leland Stanford 
University; Jacob H. Schiff and R. 
Ichinomiya. 

“We have visited the chief centers 
where our countrymen reside and we 
found them waiting in full hope that a 
just decision in their. case ultimately 
will be arrived at by the Government 
of the people of this great republic,” 
said Dr. Soyeda. ‘Japan as a nation 
entertains the highest respect for your 
country, and places the greatest trust 
in your justice and believes she will 
receive ‘a square deal.’ 

“No country is so often misunderstood 
as Japan, and one mistake we must rec- 
tify is that she is warlike. * Her sole 
aim and aspirations are for peace and 
commerce, progress and civilization, and 
what she has been trying hard to accom- 
Plish is the assimilation of the Oriental 
civilization with that of the Occident.”’ 

Mabie criticised the Legislature of Cal- 
ifornia for passing the bill prohibiting 
the Japanese from owning land in that 
State. 

“That sort of legislation is pot anti- 
Japanese,” he said, “but anti-Ameri- 
can.” 

Schiff declared the spirit that prompt- 
ed the passage of the bill in California 
against the Japanese ‘‘is of the same ilk 
as that spirit in Russia that oppresses 
and kills, and it is against progress.” 

Jordan said Dr. Soyeda was right 
when he declared that Japan loved 
America. “And it is the only nation in 
the world that does love us.” said Dr. 
Jordan.

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VIOLIN MAKER 
SAYS HE HAS FOUND 


30 Years’ Labor Has Perfected 
Intricate Filling. 


Julius D. Horvath of New York, an 
aged violin expert, who is attending the 
third annual convention of the American 
Guild of Violinists, which opened for 
a three-day session at the Buckingham 
Hotel Thursday, says he has discov- 
ered the secret of the world-famous 
Cremona tone of the violin. 

Since the early part of the eighteenth 
century the art of building violins se 
that they echoed this Italian tone of 
the great makers has been utterly lost, 
according to authorities. For this rea- 
son a genuine Stradivarius, an example 
of which is on exhibit at the conven- 
tion, is virtually, priceless. 

‘My philamona violin is the result of 
30 years labor in experimenting,” ex- 
plained Horvath, who is a naturalized 
Austrian, to musicians at the gathering. 
“A lifetime research has brought me 
what I call my ‘intricate filling,’ which 
extinguishes the vegetable life of the 
wood, the same as the aging process 
of time does, and thus instantly gives 
me that unrivaled note of the Italian 
school. 

“I want America to become known as 
the land where the finest violins are 
made and for this reason I am keeping 
my filling preparation secret until the 
Government or some patron of art will 
endow an institution for the making of 
violins and place me at the head of 
— 

Horvath makes six to eight violins a 
year and does not attempt to sell them 
at a profit. He has presented the 
greater number to famous violinists. 
He is attending the convention for the 
single purpose of making demonstra- 
tions of his instruments to the musi- 
cians. He is not trying tp sell any of 
them. He is exhibiting two violins, a 
viola and a cello.

Testimony Shows Zierlein Was 
Attacked on Sidewalk at 
Midnight. 


Testimony at the inquest Friday in the 
case of Robert Zierlein, 6 years old, 
chemist and recluse, did not clear the 
mystery of the assault in which his 
fatal injuries are supposed to have been 
inflicted. 

The Coroner's verdict was one of 
homicide, due to a blow on the head. 
inflicted by some person not khown. 

Zierlein died Wednesday night “at the 
city hospital from cerebral hemorrhages, 
following a fracture of his skull. Dr. 
Hochdoerfer, post mortem physician, tes- 
tified at the inquest that softening of 
the brain had been a contributory cause 
of death. 

The testimony of the various wit- 
nesses, when put together, was that a 
man, presumably Zierlein, was knocked 
down on the sidewalk in a midnight en- 
counter at Fourth street and Chouteau 
avenue; that two young men picked him 
up and helped him to a saloon at Sev- 
enth street and Chouteau avenue; that 


the young men, finding the old man hadj| 


friends at the saloon, left him with 
them; and that later, starting for his 
room at 815 Chouteau avenue, he fell 
unconscious near Eighth street. 

The young men who helped the in- 
jured man from Fourth street to Sev- 
enth were Roland Rothenburg of 1830 
Papin street and August Crecelius of 
1822 Chouteau avenue, each 18 years old. 
They testified to this circumstance and 
said they saw nothing of the way in 
which he was injured. William Fitz- 
gerald, who was present as a repre- 
sentative of the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice, said he believed the youths’ state- 
ment, and recommended that they be 
not detained by the police. 

Mrs. Annie Amad of 906 South Fourth 
street said that, looking out of her win- 
dow at midnight, she saw a man strike 
another man, who fell on the sidewalk 
A few minutes later, she said, two 
young men came along, picked up the 
fallen man and started west with him. 

Others told of seeing him in the sa- 
loon, and said that while his watch 
chain was dangling loosely, his watch 
was still in his pocket. He never car- 
ried much money, and the police have 
not been able to decide whether a rob- 
ber or a personal enemy was his assail- 
ant. 

Beside his watch, Zierlein had his 
diamond ring and diamond shirt stud 
when he reached the hospital. He was 
a manufacturer of pilis and hair tonic, 
and had lived a secluded life since he 
separated from his wife four years ago. 

Zierlein, in conscious intervals before 
his death, said first that he had fallen 
on the sidewalk, and later said he had 
been attacked.

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GOV. MAJOR’S ASSURANCE, 

In his address to the Missouri Press Associa- 
tion Gov. Major assured the editors that the 
State would not suffer on account of the with- 
drawal of insurance companies, because “the 
capital is ready for the formation of companies 
ready to take over all the business that will be 
hunting insurance.” 

This is c.atifying information to business men 
who’ are beginning to feel the pinch of lack of 
insurance. We hope that Gov. Major. will get the 
ready capital to work quickly, because building 
projects are being abandoned on account of In- 
ability get insurance. All manufacturing and 
commercial enterprises are in danger. Quite a 
large amount of capital will be required for the 
purpose and the work of getting it in hand and 
organizing will take some time. 

We presume that Gov. Major has satisfied the 
capitalists that they need not feer the operations 
of the Orr law. They Will be subject to the con- 
ditions that frightened the old companies. Will 
each insurance risk be taken by one company at 
its own rate, or will a way be found for several 
companies to divide a risk at common rates? 
Will the Orr law be nullified. : 

What about insurance rates? How will they be 
determined and how regulated? At present those 
who get insurance are paying heavily for the 
conditions under which it is issued. Insurance 
rates “have risen since the insurance men decided 
not to risk operation under the Orr law. Each 
company asks what it pleases and the margin is 
made sufficient to cover all contingencies. The 
people are the sufferers from the war between 
the politicians and the insurance companies. 

Strenuous efforts to force the insurance com- 
panies to operate under the Orr law and threats 
ot dire vengeance if they leave the State are not 
wholly consistent with complacent assurances 
that the State does nut need the naughty com- 
panies. But the exigencies of the political game 
require a larg~ and. varied assortment of hood- 
winking devices. Consistency, sincerity and judg- 
ment are too frequently lacking. 

If Gov. Major’s assurance could be capitalized 
into insurance there would be more than enough. 
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The place Jack H. Johnson preferred to Joliet 
was St. Petersburg, not Leavenworth. 
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INDUCING PEDESTRIAN VIEWPOINTS. 
Judges in the North and East who have a prac- 
tical grasp of speed mania problems are making 
an interesting apportionment of fine and impris- 
onment between motor cycles and motor cycle 
riders. In the case of a first offense, for instance, 
a modest $15 fine may be imposed on the rider, 
but two weeks imprisonment is the severer share 
of the penalty the motor cycle itself is likely 
to get. Or in a case of repeated and aggravated 
offense the rider may get $35 fine and the motor 
cycle imprisonment for two months or more. 

It is not asserted that imprisonment is bene- 
ficial to ihe morals of erring motor cycles or that 
it induces respect for law in these unruly, clam- 
orous, sinful machines.

“Whether the legal ratio of taw-abfding saloons is 
fixed at one to every 500 of St. Louis population, or 
at one to some other figure, there is no doubt as 
to what the ratio of disorderly, law-defying saloons 
should be. That ratio should be fixed at 0 saloons 
for each 687,407 of population and should be shifted 
to prevent any increase im that kind of saloons as 
population increases.” 

You are eminently correct tn urgiag that the 
disorderly saloons be put out of business. ‘hme 
National Model License League, mads up of lead- 
ing distillers, brewers, wholesale and retail li- 
quor dealers and others who have given the sub- 
ject much thought, is now urging and has been 
urging for years constructive legislation which 
would put the disorderly saloon out of business. 
One of the provision$ of the Model Licease plan 
for the solution of the liquor problem is that the 
license shuld be suspended for thirty days upon 
the holder’s first conviction of vivlation of law 
and the license should be canceled permanently 
upon second conviction. 
It is stated in the public press that the offi- 
cers and members of the St. Louis Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association have appeared before the 
House of Delegates of your city and urged that no 
more liquor licenses be issud until the ratio is 
one to each 500 of population. This is also ne 
of the provisions urged by the National del 
License League. Some newspapers commenting 
upon the attitude of the St. Louis Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association affect surprise, but they need 
not do so for all reputable persons engaged in 
the liquor trade desire to eliminate the disorterly 
salodn and also to restrict the number of licenses 
within reasonable bounds.

There ts more kind- 
ness, more refinement, more humanity, 
more civilization. The idea that jail is 
a mental, and not a physical penalty, 
prevails. Good men brought that idea 
with them. 

Iq is terrible to see good men in jail.

FOR A SMALLER HOUSE 
From the Washington Times. 

Congressman Campbell of Kansas—a 
gentleman with whom it has not too 
often been the privilege of this newspa- 
per to agree about public questions—has 
earned unqualified commendation by his 
action in introducing a bill providing 
for a reduction of the membership of the 
National House. 

Mr. Campbell would lop off almost 
half the membership. At present 435 
Representatives are entitled to seats. He 
would reduce that total to 233. He pro- 
poses that his measure take effect 
March 3, 1917; that is, that the new and 
smaller House should come in with the 
advent of the next national administra- 
tion. 

Sooner or later something will have to 
be done in this direction. It was a very 
real misfortune that, following the cen- 
sus of 1910, a reapportionment was adopt- 
ed which added near a half hundred to 
the numbers of the House. At least, a 
beginning in the right direction ought to 
have been made by adopting as a basis 
the proposition that there should be no 
increase in numbers. 

SOME STANDPAT BUNCOMBRE.

12.—_The Lighthouse. 


IGHTHOUSES built on land, or 
near land, are comparatively easy 
in construction. It is the light- 
house in the open sea, where it 1s 

exposed to the continueus pounding of 
the water and high winds; that is one 
of the most difficult feats in building. 

If the lighthouse is built on a rock 
holes have to be drilled, so that iron 
rods, the foundation for the lower iron 
platferm, can be drfven in. When the 
first Eddystone lighthouse was built it 
took the men four years to drill 12 
holes in the rock. First they had to 
scrape off thick layers of seaweed, then 
every time a wave. would wash over 
them it was necessary for them to fall 
flat and cling to the slippery surface, 
to keep from being washed off. Under 
these terrible difficulties it is no wonder 
that it took four years. 

The living rooms of a lighthouse are 
generally at its base. From these rooms 
a winding staircase ascends to the top 
of the tower, where there is only one 
room. In this room the great lamp is 
kept. 

The work of the lighthouse keeper is 
to polish the glasses, keep the lamp 
filled and the wicks trimmed, and never, 
under any condition, to allow the light 
to go out, or grow dim at night. The 
life of a lighthouse keeper is the most 
lonely in the world. They are relieved 
at stated periods. Otherwise they would 
go insane. 

The room next in importance to the 
lamp rovm is the store room. Every 
time mem bring supplies to these out- 
side lighthouses they run a great risk 
of being dashed up against the rocks. 
Therefore as large a stock as the room 
is able to hold is put in at one .time 
You can imagine that spice is not the 
variety of a lighthouse keeper's diet!

The rivalry between Gunboat Smith 
aki Rodel is added to by the fact that 
originally they were identified with two 
distinctly different brands of warfare. 
Rodel, at an age when most boys are 
playing shinney in vacant lots, was a 
Boer soldier, fighting against over- 
whelming odds in his native South Af- 
rica. His daily amusement, when not 
too busy skipping over the veldt, was 
trying to cop British soldiers from cer- 
tain inaccessible kopjes. During his 
fighting time he fired a few thousand 
rounds of ammunition, and although 
he’s silent on that question, no doubt 
he managed to hit a bull’s-eye once in 
a while. 

How Rodel Started. 

When the Boer War was over, Rodel 
captured with other boys, picked up the 
British amusement of fist-fighting. See- 
ing no further chance of pot-shooting 
Englishmen, he went to England and 
began fighting in the ring. He beat a 
bunch of heavyweights, lost to Bom- 
bardier Wells, and, anxious to learn the 
game where it is played best, came to 
America. Since reaching New York Ro- 
del has shown a really remarkable will- 
ingness to fight anybody. He doesn’t 
sidestep or “pick ’em.”” Otherwise he 
would not be mingling with Gunboat 
Smith tonight. 

Smith doesn’t think much of foot 
soldiers. He’s a marine himself. His 
father is still in the U. S. Navy and 
Gunboat has served out one term of en- 
listment. He did not get a chance tv 
see gunfighting, like the Boer, but did 
knock out a number of Uncle Sam’s best 
fistic performers, afloat and ashors. 
When his time was up Gunboat went 
after the heavyweight championship 
and the money. He hasn’t annexed a 
well established title yet, but he is put- 
ting a few thousand iron men in the 
bank. His record is so good that he is 
generally regarded today as the king 
of the ‘“‘hopes.”’ The rest of them, Rodel 
excepted, are not bubbling over with 
eagerness to test Gunboat’s hitting 
power. 

Gunboat thinks only sailors can fight. 
The first man he knocked out ashore 
was a heavyweight champion of the 
army.

dragging down the princely stipend of

secure that amount. 

It is only four months ago. since

he was turned down because he would 
not pay his own training camp expenses, 
the club not being willing to invest that 
much cash in him as a possible twirler.

Today Schauer, the most talked-of minor 
leaguer in the country, is worth his full 
season's salary several times over every time 
he is billed to pitch, as well as being worth 
$10,000 to the coffers of the club that was
